Scalloped Potatoes 


Quite often, the milk Used in 
ascalloped potato recipe will 

curdle. If you prefer a smooth, 
rich appearance, home economists 
ot Macdonald Institute, Univer- 
sity of Guelph, suggest using a 
basic white sauce in place of the 
milk. 


Basic White Sauce 
1 cup milk 
2 tbsp. flour 
2 tbsp. fat 
4 tsp. salt 


Measure the flour and season- 
ings into the top of a double boil: 
er or a heavy saucepan, keeping 
the ingredients to the side near 
the handle. 

Measure the fat into the oppos- 
ite side of thepan. Place the pan 
over the heat so that the fat melts; 
stir in the dry ingredients; allow 
to bubble together. Remove the 
pan from the heat. Add the milk 
slowly, stirring until the mixture 
is smooth. Stir and cook over low 
heat or over boiling water until 
the sauce thickens. Cover and 
cook until there is no taste of 
raw starch. 

Scalloped Potatoes 
4 or 5 potatoes 
1 onion, sliced 

Wash, pare, and rinse potato~ 
es; cutin thin slices. Lightly 
grease a baking dish; put ino 
layer of potatoes; sprinkle with 
salt and pepper. Add a layer of 
thin onion slices. Repeat layers. 
Pour white sauce over potatoes.

Cleaning Pots & Pans 


If your pots and pans are badly 
stained, home economists at Mac- 
donald Institute, University of 
Guelph, suggest a spring cleaning 
treatment. Stubborn stains on 
cooking utensils can usually be 
removed using the following 
methods - 

Aluminum: To remove dark 
stains, boil a solution of 2 table- 
spoons cream of tartar in | quart 
water in the pot for about 10 min- 
utes. Scour with steel wool soap 
pad to restore shine. Avoid abr- 
asives on colored aluminum. 

Stainless Steel: To remove 
heat marks, scour with a small 
amount of household cleanser. If 
the marks are severe, the pan 
may need buffing by the manufac- 
turer.

Prepare Garden 
For Annuals 


Now is the time to prepare the 
soil in which annuals are to be 
planted. The soil, once dug, 
should have organic matter added 
in the form of barnyard manure or 
compost at the rate of 50 to 75 
pounds per 100 square feet. 

Dr. P. M. Harney, Department 
of Horticultural Science, Univer- 
sity of Guelph, says that peat 
moss is easy to obtain and may 
often be used instead of manure 
or compost. Peat should be spr- 
ead in a layer | to 2 inches thick 
and worked into the soil. On 
fine-textured claysoilsa50-20-10 
analysis fertilizer may be applied 
at the rate of 24 pounds per 100 
square feet. For course-textured 
sandy soils, a 50-20-20 analysis 
fertilizer applied at thesame rate 
is recommended. 

Although some enthusiasts grow 
their own annuals from seeds , says 
Dr. Harney, many people buy 
them as seedlings from the local 
florist or nurseryman. These seed- 
lings will be a couple of months 
old with well-developed root 
systems and will often be in bloom 
or almost ready to bloom. An- 
nausl are very often usedas fillers 
in co Flower garden because they 
bloom in midsummer when the 
perennials are not flowering. 

Once bought, the seedlings 
should be planted immediately or

MILLION DOLLAR 
FUND FOR ONTARIO 
TOURIST OPERATORS 


The following is anews release 
from Clarke T. Rollins, M.P.P., 
Hastings, fromthe Ontario Depart- 
ment of Trade and Development 
concerning million dollar fund for 
Ontario tourist operators. 

Details of a $1 million loan 
fund for tourist operators were made 
known today in a joint announce- 
ment by Tourism and Information 
Minister, James A. C. Auld and 
Stanley J. Randall, Minister of 
Trade and Development. 

The loan fund which is to be 
established with the approval of 
the legislature, will provide qual- 
ifying resort operators with loans 
of up to $50,000 ot the Ontario 
Development Corporation rate of, 
currently, 94 per cent. Term of 
the loan isnegotiable up toa max- 
imum of 15 years. The 4oans will 
be made available to resort oper 
ators wishing to extend their op- 


erating season by winterizing 


their accommodations, providing 


year-round facilities, or by other 


means. Northern Ontario tourist 
operators, where Fishing and hunt= 
ing attracts visitors from outside 
the province, may also apply for 
loans. Applications will only be 
accepted from tourist resort oper- 
ators located in areas where tour- 
ism is of major importance.

HASTI-AGRI-GRAM 


The Hasti-Agri-Gram serves 
many purposes in Hastings County 
These can be summed up in three 
points: 

1. We use it for news releases 
ond items of interest that go to 
our newspapers, radio andT.V. 
stations and agricultural business 
associates. 

2. As a special news letter 
written for the members of the 
Farm Service Club. 

3. To cover circular letters 
that deal specifically with certain 
agricultural industries,example is 
when we use the Hasti-~Agri-Gram 
in the promotion of special meet= 
ings that affect the dairy industry. 

A second service available only 
to members of Hastings Farm Ser- 
vice Club on a subscription basis 
is called the Hasti-News-Service. 
This service provides selected it- 
ems of information and printed ar- 
ticles that are judged tobe of 
particular use in Hastings County. 
The items sent out in this service 
are coded sothat they can readily 
be put into a reference book. This 
reference book has been provided 
to those who subscribed the $3.00. 
The book, at the beginning, con- 
tains dividers properly numbered 
so that the coded information sheets 
can be put in the proper place. 
This service started as an experi- 
ment and is now inits second year 
with 28 members subscribing. At 
the end of the current year it will 
be evaluated to determine if it is 
doing a job and whether it should 
be expanded and publicized. 

Because of increased cost in 
Postage, materials and labor we 
are taking a look at our total in- 
formation service tosee whichwill 
provide the best information for 
both the news media and the mem- 
bers. Weare going to try develop- 
ing the use of the Hasti~Agri-Gram 
for routine purposes to cover both 
media and Farm Service Club mem: 
bers. This will likely mean pub- 
lishing it twice a month butdivid- 
ing the material into three main 
sections. They would be Coming 
Events, General News, and Hast- 
ings Farm Service Club Members‘ 
Notes. 

Beyond the three points dis- 
cussed there could be a special 
news release to the news media or 
9 special edition to meet certain 
circumstances with special agri- 
cultural groups. These would be 
labelled News Release and Spec- 
ial Edition. In the future then, 
People receiving the Hasti-Agri- 
Gram will likely receive more 


editions in some cases and ona 
regular basis.

Education Board 
Reallocates Funds 


In a robbing Peter to pay Paul 
manoeuvre, administrators of the 
Hastings County Board of Education 
have found enough money in the 
tight 1970 budget to makea token 
beginning on new school programs. 

"Administration got hit pretty 
hard", said board chairman James 
Clarke, in announcing budget al- 
locations. 


port. 


By cutting back on equipment, 
supplies and personnel in admin- 
istration, the board will be able 
to raise the maintenance allocat- 
ion to $541,000 an increase of 
about $200,000. 

"This is a step toward bringing 
our school buildings up to accept- 
able standards," said Mr. Clarke. 
"We hope the board will provide 
further funds in the yearsto come. 

The freeze on hiring for admin- 
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istration began last week when 
the board agreed with adminis- 

tration's recommendation that a 
controller of plant not be employ- 

ed. 

Another saving was realized by 
cutting the cost of teacher hiring 
this year by one-half. 

The result is a two per cent 
cushion in the $17,900,000 bud- 
get. The money is being alloc- 
ated to eight areas in which the 
board had hoped to initiate or im- 
prove programs this year. 

The first priority, professional 
development of teachers, gets 
$50,000 this year. The sum will 
go for in-service training in the 
schools, for the educational ad- 
visory committees of teachers who 
plan courses of study and for co- 
ordinators and consultants in spec 
ialized areas of instruction. 

The start toward an instruction- 
al media centre, where visual aid 
will be prepared for teachers and 
teachers will learn to prepare 
some of their own, will come with 
an allocation of $32,800.

CHEESE STORAGE 


All cheeses require refrigeration 
to maintain topquality. The soft, 
unripened cheeses ,such as cottage 
and cream, are quite perishable 
and should be used within a few 
days. Ripened cheeses keep well 
under refrigeration, but must be 
wrapped tightly in the original 
wrapper or aluminum foil to pro- 
tect them from drying out and pick- 
ing up off-flavors from other food. 
Any surface mold does not harm 
cheese and can be scraped or cut 
from the cheese.

Ripened cheese is best when 
served at room temperature. It 
should be removed from the refrig- 
erator an hour or two before serv: 
ing- 

If cheese is to be kept for sev- 
eral weeks it canbe frozen. Some 
soft cheese like Camembert or 
strong-flavored cheeses like Lim- 
burger or Parmesan will keep suc 
cessfully for about 1 month at OOF. 
Firm cheese like Cheddar, Moz- 
zarella, Swiss or Goudawill keep 
up to 6 months. Cream and cot- 
tage cheeses do not freeze well. 

To freeze cheese, home econ- 
omists, Macdonald Institute, Un- 
iversity of Guelph, recommend 
that it be cut in small pieces (un- 
der one pound) and cut only one 
inch thick. Large pieces take 
too long to freeze and tend to 
crumble when thawed. Cheese 
should be wrapped very tightly 
in aluminum foil or a plastic mat- 
erial. The cheese shouldbe thaw- 
ed in the refrigerator since thaw- 
ing at room temperature produces 
moisture and changes in texture.

Every year this impressive cere- 
mony attracts many spectators to 
view the Indians as they mark the 
services. 

Chief Earl Hill and other Mo- 
hawks paddled two birch - bark 
canoes to the actual spot of the 
original landing and then, accom- 
panied by two red-coated mount- 
ies, carried the canoes to the mem- 
orial cairn nearby. Here they 
overturned the canoes and placed 
on them the beautiful Queen Anne 
Silver, communion vessels, pre- 
sented to the Mohawks by Queen 
Anne of England in 1712. 

The crowd was welcomed to the 
memorial by Chief Earl Hill. The 
Lord's Prayer was said in Mohawk 
by Mr. Joseph Doreen.

Waste Disposal Law 


The Ontario government intro- 
{.duced legislation Thursday to give 
the minister of energy and resources 
management tight control over loc- 
ation and operation of waste dis- 
posal sites. 

Under the act, no municipality 
will be able to establish, change 
or expand a garbage dump without 
9 provincial licence, or raise mon- 
ey tofinance sucha project with- 
out prior approval. 

The minister is given authority 
to order a municipality to collect 
waste, operate a waste manage- 
ment system, establish or alter a 
dump and incur the necessary debt 
without assent of ratepayers.

which the minister will make his 
decisions, and a waste manage- 
ment appeal board to hear appeals 
against action by the advisory 
board. 

George Kerr, energy and re- 
sources management minister, ad- 
vised municipal officials several 
weeks ago that the legislation was 
coming because Ontario is begin- 
ning to "drown" in its own garbage 
and the location of disposal sites 
is becoming more difficult. 

Certificates also will be re- 
quired by operators of private dis~ 
posal sites, and every existing op- 
erator must obtain a certificate 
within six months. 

Fines for offences against the 
act are to be not less than $100 
and a $2,000 maximum for every 
day on which the offence has oc- 
curred. 

The act applies to ashes, gar- 
bage, refuse, domestic waste, 
industrial waste, municipal refuse. 
Once it passes the legislature, 
the act will become law Sept. 1.
